The exhibition of “Abstract and 
Surrealistic Painting and Drawing” 
at Zurich comprises 150 works, exhib- 
ited by forty artists, coming from 
various European countries and North 
and South America. They are all 
inspired by the same idéal: to de- 
liver art from all personal and acci- 
dental accessories and from all tra- 
ditional forms and styles. There are 
very few paintings in which you can 
recognize anything familiar. ° You 
see three bronze cylinders mecting 
at the same spot; you think it is 
some part of the machine, but it is 
the abstract “Torso.” Some of the 
titles are surprising. You see some 
fragments of a shell, writes a cor- 
respondent, and discover in the cata- 
logue that it is a “Pierrot a la man- 
doline.” Others even refrain from 
titles. The Swiss Otto Meyer num- 
bers his works as a musician would 
number his compositions, and the 
German Josef Albers gives such weird 
descriptions as W.bm/29/8. instead 
of paint, the Frenchman Hans Arp 
puts pieces of string on his canvas, 
and his countryman, Francis Picabia, 
Pieces of straw. But the strangest of 
all these strange works are those by 
Pablo Picasso, a Spaniard, and Kurt 
Schwitters, a German, which con-

Grow eNarcissus in 


The Home 


HE paper-white narcissus is prob- 
ably the most popular of this 
variety of plants to grow in the 
house. Parhaps this is explained by 
the fact that they are so easily grown. 
It will grow in wet sand, soil, water 
and pebbles or fibre, but there are a 
few precautions to observe. Do not 
start them in the full Hght, as this 
forces top growth too fast, root de- 
velopment is arrested and usually the 
plant will not blossom. 
necessary tQ set them in a dark place 
to make roots except if planted in 
soil. Just keep them out of the bright 
light until the roots are well developed 
and the foliage 1s about six inches 
high, then bring them to the Nght 
and the chances are that in about 
three weeks the pretty white wax-like 
blossoms will appear.
